The po licy is this: Family 
do cto rs can g et the v accine fro m 
the dev ilm ent fo r indig ents. The 
o nly co st is fo r g iv ing the sho ts. 


Other families, no t indig ent, cite 
co sts as the reaso n fo r no t hav ing 
their children receiv e the v accine. 
Perhaps the best Christmas pres­ 
ent tho se kids co uld receiv e is 
pro tectio n ag ainst po lio . 
A real sho cker co mes in the re 
po rt which say s that many hig h 
scho o l students hav e no t had the 
sh ots due to neg lect.

Besides rheumatic fever, ado­ 
lescents and y oung adults suffer 
from rheumatic diseases caused 
by injuries, infections with bac 
teria other than streptococci and 
by some my sterious mechanism 
that medical science has not y et 
identified. 
What we ta ll traumatic arthri­ 
tis Is a result of acute Injury or 
prolonged strain. 
The acute injury may take the 
form of water on the knee due to 
a blow, a fall or a wrench. The 
chronic injury is most often due to 
constant misuse or abuse of joints 
such as occurs when slovenly pos­ 
ture causes foot trouble or back­ 
ache. 
In contrast to rheumatic fever, 
traumatic arthritis is best treated 
mechanically by corrective ex er­ 
cises. At times, surgical measures 
are required. 
Since the introduction of anti­ 
biotics, infectious ty pes of ar­ 
thritis are rarely observed in 
adolescents and y oung adults. 
Once in a while, the modem 
practitioner does see 
joint 
in­ 
vasion by a gonococcus, a pneu­ 
mococcus. the tubercle bacillus, 
the spirochete of sy philis, the bac­ 
illus that causes Bang’s Disease in 
tattle, or the mold that is respons­ 
ible for what is called “ desert 
rheumatism.” 
On 
those 
occasions, 
intensive 
treatment with the correct anti­ 
biotic usually produces a gratify ­ 
ing result. 
The third and most frequently 
encountered ty pe of y outhful ar­ 
thritis is called “ rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis.” 
This 
simply 
means 
it’s 
like 
rheumatic fever in some way s, 
though it is best described aa “ a 
capricious disturbance whose on­ 
set is hidden in my stery .” 
Unlike rheumatic fever, it crip­ 
ples and deforms joints. It cannot 
be prevented by any means pres­ 
ently available. Its victims may 
number three million Americans 
w'hose lose 9 2 million man-day s 
of work each y ear at an estimated 
cost of a quarter-billion dollars. 
To treat 
rheumatoid arthritis 
y ou go after the sy mptoms since 
its cause is unknown. It is com­ 
plicated since its course “ depends 
on the whims of fancy .” 
And 
treatments must be fitted to the 
individual patient since the dis 
ease is never quite the same in 
any two persons. 
Despite these obstacles, much 
can be done to arrest the prog­ 
ress of the rheumatoid process. 
Drugs originally introduced 
for 
the cure of malaria appear to 
have an amazingly beneficial ef­ 
fect, perhaps through their abil­ 
ity to filter out certain light ray s 
to which the patient may have 
become sensitized. 
Given by mouth or injection, 
certain hormones afford blessed 
relief at small risk. And special­ 
ists in the techniques of rehabilita­ 
tion make it possible for many

NEW YORK — (NEA) — I t all happened within a few 
months. A little boy in a bleak Canadian town complained 
af a headache— and died. Peasants in southern India, shak­ 
ing with fever, found dead monkey s on the forest floor. A 
small-scale polio epidemic struck frighteningly at the babies 
in a Midwestern American slum. 
That was last y ear — and, in a 
sense, evei*y y ear, for in i9 60 it is 
certain that cases like these once 
again will add up 
to 
a 
staggering 
total of illnesses 
in every corner of 
the world. 
They will go by 
names as famili­ 
ar as mumps and 
measles, as ex ­ 
otic as “ Uzbeki­ 
stan hemorrhagic 
fever” —and some 
Dr. Geiger 
will be too new to 


have a name. Some will come in 
epidemic waves and others will 
quietly snuff out an isolated life. 
Some will be trivial, some lethal. 
But to phy sicians, medical re­ 
searchers, and epidemiologists, 
these illnesses all will be linked 
by one word: Virus. And they 
will represent the 19 60 chapter 
of one of the most ex citing and 
important pieces of unfinished 
business on the research frontier. 
It is unfinished business because 
—despite some popular hopes to the 
contrary —major achievements like 
polio and influenza vaccines do not 
represent the beginning of the end 
of virus diseases. The truth of the

matter is that scientists still are 
struggling just to reach the end 
of the beginning. 
The “ beginning” was 12 y ears 
ago. Until then, scientists had no 
good way to keep viruses growing 
long enough to be sorted out and 
studied. It had taken them more 
than 50 y ears just to identify 20

“ Can y ou give me a set of rules 
for getting along with my in-laws? ” 
asks a y oung wife who reads this 
column.

them know that she regards them 
as “ family ” and not as “ in-laws” 
is all to the good.

And if she treats her husband’s 
parents with such loving kindness, 
there isn’t much chance that he 
won’t treat her own parents like­ 
wise.

different viruses of real signifi­ 
cance in human illness. 
In 19 47, a way was found — first 
by injecting virus-containing ma­ 
terial into baby mice, later by 
growing viruses in little bits of liv­ 
ing tissue in test-tubes. And in the 
12 y ears since, according to a score­ 
card 
recently 
compiled 
by Dr. 
Leonard Schuman of the University 
of Minnesota, 76 new human vi­ 
ruses have been found. 
One obvious trouble with this 
virus scorecard is that new play ­ 
ers keep turning up so fast. But 
there’s a bigger one: try ing to 
deride who’s on what team—in 
other words, which viruses cause 
which diseases. 
For a while, researchers thought 
they had 
clearly identified one 
“ team” of viruses as adenoviruses 
—so called because they grew in 
adenoid-like tissue of the throat 
and caused respiratory illness. An­ 
other team, called enteroviruses, 
was supposed to grow primarily in 
the 
intestinal 
tract 
and 
cause 
grippe-like and polio-like illness. 
It was all quite neat. Then some 
of the respiratory viruses were 
found in intestinal tracts. The in­ 
testinal viruses caused respiratory 
disease. Polio virus — an “ intesti­ 
nal” ty pe—could be found growing 
in sore throats. 
A single virus, it turned out, 
could produce four or five dif­ 
ferent kinds of illness — from a 
“ cold” in one person to meningitis 
in another. A single illness might 
be due to any of four or five viruses 
—from German measles to polio. 
And as the crowning blow, many 
of the viruses didn't seem to cause 
illness at all. They were orphans— 
viruses in search of a disease. 
Iii this setting, one weary re­ 
searcher commented, “ classify ­ 
ing the new viruses was like go­ 
ing out to the ball park to find 
the pitcher throwing footballs, 
the 
batter 
pole-vaulting, 
the 
second 
baseman 
wearing 
ice 
skates, the outfielders on strike 
—and three kinds of uniforms.” 
But it’s not funny —to the phy ­ 
sician, the public health worker, 
the epidemiologist, or to y ou. Im­ 
agine that an epidemic of fever, 
sore throats, and stiff necks hits a 
Southern state nex t spring — and 
that there are a few cases of mild 
and a few of severe paraly sis. 
Is it nonparaly tic polio — with 
a few paraly tic cases? Is it one of 
the 20-odd ty pes of polio-like but 
mild Cox sackie virus which can 
cause such sy mptoms in epidemic 
form? Or one of the dozen “ Echo” 
viruses which can do the same? 
Should patients be hospitalized? 
Should their families be checked? 
Is it one disease, one virus—or sev­ 
eral? 
The only certain answers come 
from rigorous laboratory tests. Ob­ 
viously , the search for new knowl­ 
edge means we are going to need 
public health virus-ty ping labora­ 
tories and ex perts such as those 
from the government’s Communi­ 
cable Disease Center for many 
y ears to come. 
Fortunately for the phy sician 
at the bedside, who often has to 
make decisions on the spot with­ 
out access to prolonged labora­ 
tory tests, the one most urgent 
Issue is to identify paraly tic polio 
correctly when it appears. A re­ 
cent Minnesota study showed they 
were right 9 3 per cent of the 
time. 
, If polio 
is the major health 
threat, 
why bother with 
elabo­ 
rate studies of all the other virus 
diseases which may resemble it but 
won’t cause serious illness?

One reason, 
researchers point 
out, is that these mild epidemics 
often include at least a few serious 
cases. Another is that, a s polio 
moves out, Its “ mild” cousins may 
grow tougher. A third is the possi­ 
bility that polio and its distant cou­ 
sins may act together to cause ill­ 
ness—or Interfere with each other. 


A fourth — and practical — rea­ 
son comes from Surgeon General 
LeRoy Burney of the U.S. Public 
Health Service, w’ho points out: 
“ For the first time we are be­ 
ginning to learn . . , what viruses 
are involved in these widely preva­ 
lent illnesses; how frequently they 
attack the population; what age 


groups are most susceptible. These 
are the questions which must ba 
answered before we can ex pect to 
devise practical preventive mea­ 
sures, such as vaccines, with hop# 
of success.” 


Slowly , through these detailed 
studies, the virus scorecard is be­ 
ing whipped into shape—and on a 
global scale. In the U.S. alone, the 
new knowledge is coming none too 
soon—for the viruses themselves 
are not standing still. After five 
y ears of vaccine, polio is changing 
its pattern — and posing a new 
threat.

POSADAS, Argentina if) — Resi­ 
dents here report hundreds of P a ra ­ 
guayan rebels are slipping across 
the Parana River to join the guer­ 
rilla campaign against the dictator­ 
ship of President Alfredo Stroes- 
sner in Paraguay. 


iDespile claims by the Paraguay­ 
an government that its frontiers 
have been sealed, Brazilian sources 
here put the number of new rebels 
in Paraguay at 1,000. 


sRebel spokesmen said the up­ 
rising that began Saturday also 
involved about 1,000 men, but some 
of them have been captured. Para 
guayan officials claim the revolt 
was snuffed out within hours. 
The 
Parana 
River 
separates 
southeast Paraguay from Argen­ 
tina and Brazil. Argentine author­ 
ities here say businesses in Po­ 
sadas that depend on Paraguayan 
labor have been forced to close.
